Section Rlopa. Body much elongate, suhcylindrical; limbs 
weak; the distance between the end of the snout and the fore 
limb is contained three times in the distance between axilla and 
groin. Lower eyelid scaly. Snout short, moderately depressed, 
rounded. Supranasals present; frontonasal much broader than long, 
forming a narrow suture with the rostral and a broad one with 
the frontal; praefrontals small; frontal a little shorter than fron- 
toparietals and interparietal together, in contact with the first 
and second supraoculars.; seven supraciliaries; frontoparietals and 
interparietal distinct, latter smaller; parietals forming a suture 
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behind the interparietal; no nuchals; fifth and sixth labials below 
the eye, fifth largest. Ear-opening small, roundish, with a projec¬ 
ting lobule in front. 22 subequal smooth scales round the middle 
of the body. Praeanals not enlarged. Fore limb as long as its 
distance from the eye; fingers short, third and fourth equal; hind 
limb a little longer than the fore limb; fourth toe a little longer 
than third, with 14 feebly uniearinate lamellae inferiorly. Tail 
moderately thick, slightly longer than head and body. Reddish 
brown above, tail with numerous small round white spots, brow¬ 
nish white beneath, chin and sides of neck spotted with reddish 
brown.
